A Quarter Century 
In San Gabriel Valley 


By an Old-Timer. 


We must be straightforward, even in 
our administration of the homeland in 
which we live. Somehow we are con­ 
strained and handicapped when we ap­ 
proach the question of praising our 
people and communities these days, be­ 
cause we fear that someone will suspect 
us of wanting to be spread-eagle ora­ 
tors, vulgarly known as hot-air artists. 
But I have never thought that Cali­ 
fornia's natural beauties and Desirabil­ 
ities could be overestimated, and I have 
always believed the San Gabriel valley 
to be the sun-flooded, glorious queen- of 
all the valleys of this golden common­ 
wealth—not because my love and the 
people I lovo are here, not that wholly, 
but because I have compared this val­ 
ley year after year 
with the places 
where people congregate ad are happy 
in other portions of the state, and I 
have never envied them, at the same 
time rejoicing with them that they too 
are satisfied, for well they might be, 
who are dwellers within any part of 
this God-favored state of the Pacific 
slope. 


I have a deep-seated, whole-hearted 
love for this valley, born of 
ripened 
association with it. I have been in this 
valley since its early days, when our 
roads were but trails through the sand, 
when our highways were bordered with 
wild mustard and sunflowers, and when 
the sage and mesquite and cactus were 
the groves and orchards instead of the 
orange and the lemon and the walnut. 


The early dayB in the San Gabriel 
valley were days of self-denial, but 
there was a healthy happiness 
about 
those days that I sometimes think wo 
miss in the busier, more nervous, more 
concentrated times. The flavor of the 
desert was in us then. We were stak­ 
ing our little all v upon the upbuilding 
of a community. None of us thought 
otherwise but that we would be a part 
of an important •'community some day, 
and we dreamed together, 
with the 
blood and hope of youth, and that 
dream of OTchardB and homes and towns 
and cities that were to rise from the 
desert has been fulfilled in such liberal 
measure that even we who were here 
from the. beginning have not wholly 
realized the wonderful 
transportation. 
I think we are all trying 
to 
make 
things better as we go along each day, 
and in performing pur daily tasks we 
may fail at times to lift our eyes to the 
hills from whence has come so much of 
our strength, and we do not go back 
and visualize the road over which we 
have progressed. 
An occasion like this 
when we can look upon this valley in 
the retrospect is good for us all. 


Some of us can remember when there 
were only a few acres of oranges and 
lemons here; when the BtreamB of sil­ 
very water did not run everywhere be­ 
tween the rows 
of 
beautiful 
trees. 
Some of us know 
that a few 
hard- 
headed, practical men with an addition­ 
al gift of vision were responsible for 
the making of this great orchard from 
the mountains to the 
foothills—such 
men as Phillips, and Griswold and Loe 
and Elliott and a dozen others that I 
might name, who toiled along in dusty 
and in rainy weather, struggling to­ 
ward an ultimate goal—the irrigation 
of this entire desert, a thing which has 
become a fact now—a volley more com­ 
pletely watered than any agricultural 
land ia the world, a plain 
mado 
to 
blossom beyond even the dreams of the 
bible poets—a practical 
rejuvenation 
made by a partnership between man 
and God, working in a wildornosB with 
vision and 'strength in a combination 
that makes nations anil 
peoples 
the 
world over. 


We have here today in this San Gab­ 
riel valley a number of modern com­ 
munities— Covina, 
Glendora, 
Azusa, 
Puente, and the surrounding communi­ 
ties—all the result of the steady plod­ 
ding of a few in the old days, communi­ 
ties built straight out of the cactus and 
the wild sunflower. 
This work has been 
done in a generation or so, and wo 
stand today on the threshold pf a mar­ 
velous future for this valley, when the 
fruits of early endeavor 
are 
to be 
realized a thousand fold. 


My mind goes forward 
today. 
Its 
tendency is far more toward the future 
than into the past, for there arc many 
practical and wonderful things in store 
for us. In Covina for instance, we find 
ourselves in the center of a valley of 
high-class communities. The low hills 
to the south of us are soon to become 
the homes of the wealthy and discrim­ 
inating peoples of the earth, for there 
is no place la all the world that lends 
itself to home-building as do these low- 
lying hills to the south of us. I look 
to a future when the ranch holdings of 
the valley will be smaller, when fine 
residences will be found 
everywhere 
from the mountains to the foothills— 
when this shall be known not only as n 
wonderfully, productive valley, but as 
tho supreme playground of the world— 
beauty and productivity combined for 
the happiness of mankind. 


I have never disbelieved in the fu­ 
ture of this valley. 
There 
were 
too 
many evidences frofli the first of its 
enormous potential strength. 
It only 
remained for strong men to develop it, 
and these men have not been lacking, 
I do cot look; into the future 
for a 
vision of a great city here, but I do 


CHURCH BIDS VIRGIL 
BONHAM GODSPEED 


Covina Contractor Who Goes to France 
With Engineering XSorps i s Center of 
Remarkable Patriotic Demonstration 
by 
Methodist 
Congregation—Will 
Prepare For American Troops. 


Serious patriotism, o f tho kind that 
realizes tho country is at war and will 
g o through it with determination, was 
effectively shown at the Covina First 
Methodist church last Sunday morning 
at the regular services, when 
Virgil 
Bonhara, son of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Bonham, was presented with a silk flag, 
just a few hours before he left to join 
the engineer corps that is now on its 
way to France. 


Men and women did not attempt to 
conceal their emotion when this young 
man rose to his feet from his place in 
the congregation and accepted the gift 
of the Stars and Stripes, that is not 
only to be at all times a symbol of his 
devotion to country, but a remembrance 
of tho solicitude o f the people of his 
church at home. The faith of his fath­ 
ers is to follow him into a strange'land 
where his flag is (being sent as a de­ 
fender of world-democracy. 


Rev. S. J. McConnell, militant pastor 
of tho church, who himself went out 
with the call in 1898, and whose father 
fought and marched under the flag in 
1861, 
made a simple address, crowded 
with Christian patriotism. Just as Ab­ 
raham Lincoln commonded the Metho­ 
dist church for its loyalty in the dark 
hours of the Civil war, so did this pastor 
remind his people that the Methodist 
church in America and American pa­ 
triotism are synonymous. Because of 
its numerical strength, added to its lovo 
for the flag and freedom, this church 
has sent more Boldiers and nurses to the 
front in every war under tho American 
flag than have 
other 
denominations, 
and the Covina church is to" givo UB 
full quota as this war goes o n . 


Georgo Osmoyer, a Covina Methodist 
church boy, has already gone into ser­ 
vice, and his name has been recorded 
on the church roll of honor, but tho 
young man was not living here at tho 
time ho enlisted, and therefore was not 
accorded a church demonstration. 
Vir­ 
gil Bonham is the first to go out from 
the church, bearing the country's em­ 
blem. 


Tho small silk flag was held aloft by 
the pastor, and he said: 


" W h o wants tp present this flag t o 
this young, man J" 


A dozen men jumped'to their feet at 
once, and one was selected who pres­ 
ented the flag in the name of tho 
church, and tho pastor announced thnt a 
similnr flag will be presented to every 
man who leaves for the front. 


After the services, nearly two hun­ 
dred people went to Mr. Bonham's 
homo on Badillo street and bade him 
godspeed. Ho left at 1 o'clock that 
day. Ho has gone out with the eighth 
regiment of engineers. Tho men wont 
into mobilization at a place in the state 
of Washington, and nru now supposed 
to be somewhero on tho high sens, en- 
route for Franco. Young Bonham is a 
cement contractor, and will have charge 
of a company of men in tho engineering 
work of building trenches, roads, build­ 
ings and contonments to bo occupied by 
tho American troops in France.

Boys aad Olrla of Covins 
Union High 
School Exhibit Many Articles of Fur­ 
niture That Fill the Visitor 
With 
Envy—Bread-making Is commended, 
and the Finished products of Sewing. 


Manual training and dome-tic Hniancc 
at the Covina union high school gome- 
how appeal more to the grownup in­ 
dividual coming in from the outside 
than do the other branches of work 
•with which the scholars have been busy 
during the term, although it would be 
of course an ignorant thing to say that 
these studies count for more than all 
other studies. 


The thought is gaining ground, how­ 
ever, that all studies should be made 
to demonstrate themselves in some prac­ 
tical, finished product, and that is the 
reason why polytechnic and other tech­ 
nical schools arc coming to be more 
powerful every year in the scheme of 
general child-training. There is an ap­ 
peal to the practical sense in a finished 
roll-top rloHk, a house dress or a well- 
made loaf of bread that cannot be de­ 
nied. 
Latin and Oreuk nre dead and 
musty languages, but loaves of bread 
will be acceptable until the last human 
has shuffled off the mortal coil. 


Namea of individual scholars cannot 
be very well mentioned in calling at­ 
tention to this school work, for thore 
are MO many tlTat should receive honor­ 
able mention. In fact, the work of ev­ 
ery Rcholnr in manual training and do­ 
mestic science is a triumph, for it has 
taught the scholar to do something that 
was not possible before, and which is 
useful in carving out n future. 
There 
arc dining-room tablets in the basement 
of the high school that could be sold in 
nny furniture stop us high-class furni­ 
ture, made by pupils of the school—ex­ 
tension tables that really extend with­ 
out protest, artisticnlly joined and prop­ 
erly fumed. 
There are dressing tables 
made by girls who know what a dress­ 
ing table should look like, and there 
arc tea-tables that will delight some 
family for many yearH to come. One 
pupil has made a flat-top office desk 
that would fill any business man with 
joy. 
One girl has made a cabinet for 
her phonograph that is exactly like the 
famous Victrola. There are oak rock- 
ir.g chairs upholstered in leather. There 
are the usual number of music cabinets, 
vanity boxes and smaller pieces of fur­ 
niture.- AJL those things that moan that 
the individual studontH havo 
learned 
something moro about carpentry than 
merely to wiold a saw and hammer. 
They know something about 
joining, 
and the making of mitre-comers, and 
the use of the lathe nnd the jig-saw 
anil the real tiHes of the level and the 
srpmre. 


.hist as these 
pieces of 
furniture 
amuse a feeling of surprise and pride, 
so also do the exhibits of sewing, both 
dainty nod practical—some thing for 
women to praise. 
The human 
being, 
male or female, can nppreeintu the prur- 
tieal eviilene.es of bread and cake-muk- 
ing. 


That the duy will come when groin 
etry, history, art, and Knglish will llg- 
ure in n correlative sense in the work 
of niHinialtniiuing, is something 
fore­ 
shadowed by the polyteehnical schools 
today, and the faster the high schools 
work toward 
this goal, the finer and 
more practical and more 
pleasurable 
will be the training which future class­ 
es will receive. There can be no doubt 
but that all mathematical problems are 
easily 
demonstrable in the manual 
training 
room, and when 
that duy 
comes the bugbear of dry mathematics 
will largely disappear. And the study 
of Knglish is applicable to any form or 
phase of life's endeavor, not only here, 
but the world over. 


There can be nothing uttered but un­ 
stinted praise for the work in these 
practical deportments. 
The hope is 
strong that these departments will be 
enlarged—that 
more 
money 
will be 
spent on them and better equipment re­ 
ceived, for, while some 
high 
school 
studies 
niuy lay a foundation for 'a 
professorship in afterlife, it is un un­ 
deniable fuct that the world is more in 
need of plumbers than .professors, and 
that the great scheme of preparedness 
for life's 
long battle 
includes 
more 
builders than bards, and more sciences 
pointing toward the future than delv­ 
ing in the past,

HEROIC FRANCE 
IN NEED OF AID 


By Professor E. I. McOormac, Prof, of 
American History, 
University 
of California. 


As one of the purposes of our gov­ 
ernment in selling the Liberty Bond is 
to enable it to extend credit to France, 
and thereby to assist her in expelling 
the invaders from her soil, it is well 
that we should recall what France did 
for our Revolutionary 
Fathers 
when 
they were struggling to establish their 
right to self-government. 
The colonists 
gave their lives and their 
substance 
freely in th cause of liberty, but it is 
doubtful that they could have succeed­ 
ed had France not come to their rescue. 


Long before the Americans had seri­ 
ously thought of independence, French 
agents offered them encouragement and 
held out hopes of assistance. As soon 
as the first blood had been shed it was 
to France that our statesmen turned for 
alliance and support. 


Early in 1770 Congress 
sent 
Silas 
Deane to Paris as their business agent; 
Franklin soon followed, armed with full 
powers to negotiate an alliance. Al­ 
though France, up to 1778, was nomin­ 
ally at peace with Great Britain, yet 
these two Americans succeeded in ob­ 
taining from the French 
Government 
over 3,000,000 francs in money and 
supplies, besides valuable consignments 
of arms and ammunitions. 
During this 
period France dealt through an unoffi­ 
cial agent, Beaumarchais, 
under the 
guise of a private 
trading 
company, 
(Rodcrique Hortalez & Co.). Part of 
the money was furnished as a gratuity 
to our country, while the supplies wore, 
nominally at least, to be paid for in 
American products. 


In 1778 France entered into an open 
alliance with the i'nited States which 
resulted in a declaration of war by 
England. 
Through 
the influence of. 
France, Spain entered the war and co­ 
operated with her navy in harassing the 
British 
fleet. 
Occupied as she was in 
combating the joint fleet of two con­ 
tinental powers, England could not re­ 
duce the " r e b e l s " to submission by 
blockading their porta nor sucessfully 
deal with tho Yankoo privateers. 


After thq alliance, Franco continued 
to furnish arms, ammunition, and other 
supplies; sho sent trained soldiers as 
well as BUCH great leaders aB LaFayctto 
and 
Rochambeau. 
More 
intangible, 
but still important, her espousal of the 
cause gave America a placo in the 
family of nations, and did much to in­ 
spire the people with 
confidence in 
their ultiunite success. 


Today when the American people are 
culled upon, in addition to equipping 
their own armies, to participate by pur­ 
chasing bonds in extending credit to the 
Allies, it is well to bear in mind 
that 
they owe their existence as n nation, in 
a great measure at least, to loans made 
to their ancestors by friendly 
foreign 
nations. To France most of all do we 
owe an ungrudging gratitude. 
After 
the treaty of 1778 the French govern­ 
ment not only extended large loans to 
our Congress, but it stood security for 
considerable amounts borrowed in Hol­ 
land and Spain. In 1781, for example, 
our ministers procured from the Dutch 
government a loan of 0,000,000 flourins 
for the United States. 
When Congress 
in desperation drew drafts on our min­ 
isters in Spain and other countries, the 
larger of them were 
transferred to 
Paris where they were accepted and 
paid. 


At the close of the Revolution our 
country had a foreign 
debt 
of over 
$11,000,000, of which all but u small 
amount had been borrowed from the 
French. 
Even after the surrender of 
ComwulUs, Congress still importuned— 
almost 
demanded 
additional 
lonns^, 
Lute in 178'2, Franklin wrote to Living 
ston that "there were bounds to every­ 
thing, and that tho faculties of this 
nation nre limited; some of you seem 
to have established as maxims the sup­ 
positions that France has money enough 
for all her occasions and all ours be­ 
sides." 
Livingston saw the objections 
" t o soliciting the additional 
twelve 
millions," but "every sentiment of this 
kind must give way to our necessities. 
It is not for the interest of our allies 
to lose the benefit of all they have done 
by refusing to make a small addition 
to i t . " 
Although Frunce at the time 
was rapidly drifting into bankruptcy, 
this signal of distress wn answered in 
the form of another loan. 


The downfall of Comwallis 
insured 
the independence of the new nation, but 
Franco refused to make 
terms 
with 
England until this had been acknowl­ 
edged by a tlnnl treaty of pence. The 
British Government mude to France 
and Spain offers that would exclude the 
United 
States, but Yergennes, the 
French Minister, replied: " I will not 
sign any definite treaty of pence unless 
tho American preliminaries of 178L' are 
made final." 


It is our pluin and simple duty to 
support our own government in its ile- 
fenso 
of democratic 
principles; it 
should be regarded as a duty—tv privll- 
thut is to be expended, in part, in re­ 
mitting tUtt Uvacs of the French people, 


One of Nature's Mysteries. 


One of the most sudden change* In 
u l m a l life revealed in geologic history 
took place 
about the close of the 
mesozolc era, or ago of reptiles, as it 
Is sometimes 
popularly 
called. 
In 
mesozolc time the most powerful ani­ 
mals were huge land reptiles, known 
as dinosaurs, whose bones hare been 
found In abundance In the Rocky 
mountain region. At or near the end 
of mesozolc time these great monsters 
suddenly disappeared from the western 
country as well as from the remainder 
of tho world. 
They left no descend­ 
ants, but In the following age of mam­ 
mals, or cenozoic era, their places as 
rulers of the earth were taken by the 
mammals. 
The cause of the disap­ 
pearance of these great reptiles has 
been a matter of rather fruitless spec­ 
ulation. 
Any explanation which will 
be acceptable must also account for 
the disappearance of a great 
many 
forms of animal life and the great 
modification of most of the others, both 
on land and in the sea. 
Some genera) 
cause which would bring about changes 
in climate and other coudttions of life 
seems to be a necessary part of any 
satisfactory explanation. 


Friction 8kint. 


Several theories have been advanced 
to explain the corrugations of fingers, 
palms and soles, but the most plausible 
one is that expressed by the term "fric­ 
tion skins," given by Mrs. Harris B . 
Wilder. Not only man, but all the mon­ 
keys and apes have such ridges on the 
skin of the grasping part of their bands 
and feet 
And, strangely enough, the 
American 
opossums and tree porcu­ 
pines, Australian phalangers and South 
American monkeys have just such cor­ 
rugations on their tails. 


The openings of the ducts of the 
sweat glands are along the tops of the 
ridges. They supply the slight moisture 
that is necessary to proper grasping. 
Tho Journal of Heredity, in a long 
study of hand and foot prints, remarks 
that a man instinctively moistens tbe 
palms of his hands when ho wishes to 
grasp securely. 


The put tern of finger prints is gen­ 
erally hereditary^ but every individual 
develops his own details. 


Tracer 8helle. 


It ia one thing to stop a hostile bat­ 
tery in an artillery duel and another 
problem altogether to hit I t The lo­ 
cality may be well known, but tbe 
range difficult to determine. To sim­ 
plify matters in this respect "tracer" 
shells are used. 
Into the base of the 
shell a metal case is screwed contain­ 
ing a material which is self Igniting 
as the projectile rushes through space. 
For night operations the material used 
in the "tracer" bursts into a brilliant 
flame,.but 
by day the "tracer" leaves a 
trail of dense black smoke. By this 
means the gunnera are able to watch 
and time tbe shell right up to the mo­ 
ment tbe explosion takes place, and 
by knowing tbe locality in which tbe 
shell bursts the adjustment to the 
range of tbe target Is comparatively a 
simple matter.—Loudon Mall.
